He lives on small'means. And vet nobody 
thought lie was niggardly or miserly. He lives 
'in the heart of a very expensive city, has an ex¬ 
pensive family, is engaged in an expensive pro¬ 
fession, and is compelled to sulisist on a very 
moderate income. Yet is he as inde|»endeiit 
'n this republican coun¬ 
try, more so. 

Were there no other reason for living on small 
naans, than merely to gain this independence, it 
arere still a duty worth inculcating. Oh '. the 
evils of being de|»endent; who can portray or 
number ihem? They are much oftener felt than 
accurately described. One would almost think 
that even Paul knew aometbing about them, 
t he counsels his Roman converts to ‘owe 
... ...an anything.’ This being in debt, and not 
knowing how or wherewith lo |>ny, how dreadful 
tho sensation! How painful the de|»eudeiice'. 
May he that knows it not, uever feel it. 

It need not lie felt, or if at all, but seldom. 
There is a way of escaping it. It is to live within 
the means. ‘But sup|>os« the means are very 
small, what then ?’ Why, then, live within 
very small means. ‘ But suppose this will not do; 
suppose ihe means are s» very small as to rendei 
it impossible to live within them T II this is 
really the case, then is your condition pitiable. 
But in most instances where this is thought to be 
the case, the means are in themselves ample. 

The grand difficulty is, with many, that they 
will not live on small means, even though they 
know, or st lenst believe, it would most con¬ 
duce to comfort and happiness. It is unlasliioii- 
oble. And who would not prefer to lie out ol the 
world rather thnn out of the fashion ?’’

He who has thought of half the moral, social 
nd intellectual advantage*—to say nothing of the 
iliysical mid pecuniary gain- which would re- 
ult from having several families occupy n single 
tenement, especially if they are connected with 
each other hy the ties of consanguinity, will .not 
need any urging in this matter. He who lias not 
(•egtin to think on the subject, will not he nrgued 
out of his propensity to laugh at «lie scheme as 
visionary, hy any representations of its ndvuntn- 
il practicability which, ill this little work, I 
9om to present. 1 may advert lo the topic 
again, however, occasionally, as we pass on. ” 

What our author says of simplicity in diet, is 
qiosed to variety , is very valuable. 

“We may now proceed to a few other items of 
retrenchment. One of these is the banishment 
if variety from your tables. When I wns young, 
remember sitting one day nt the table of a gen- 
leinnn lamed for his liberality in these respects, 
vlto, on seeing the mince pie introduced at tin 
rloso nt a hearty repast of other food, gnod-nn 
iredly observed to his wife—‘Now, Mrs. II. 

■hat pie will be wholly lost. Wo had all of ui 
ten enough before you brought it. Had yoi 
served it till the next meal, and then brought i 
run>r>* with several nthers.ifc allowed unto inaki 
lull meal ol them, they would have been saved ;| 
hereas, as you now manage, they do us no good.’ 

Now what this man said in jest was true in so- 
lier earnest. Let him who would live on small 
means, resort to simplicity at the same meal. 

Let him consider how much tinie and labor it 
costs his wife to prepare half a dozen or a doz¬ 
en sorts of food lor the same meal, when n single 
liberal dish would he tar more heallhfnl and eco¬ 
nomical, ns well as equally agreeable. Let him 
have nt his table, if lie use animal food at all, 
flesh to day, pudding nt the next meal, potatoes 
at the next, pie next, (if pie is used,) fish at the 
next, bread ami milk nt the next, fruit at the next, 
and so on; and when one sort is brought for¬ 
ward in sufficient quantity for u meal, let that, for 
the lima, suffice. 

In this wnv you will eat less, and yet, 
whole, have fnr more enjoyment of what you do 
eat. You will find what you eat to set belter on 
the stomach, and do you more good, than if you 
ale ol several sorts at the same meal. You will 
liuve fewer parcels left to stand over till the next 
meal, or the next day, unless indeed you cook 
enough, intentionally, io last von several days.

“THitr who wouhlTive within their means—and 
with small menus, too—mint hesitate a little be¬ 
fore they conclude to buy every new book which | 
issues from the teeming prc»s of the present day. 
A few good books, well rend and digested, will 
lie liu mure useful to the mind than the whole ! 
herd which come forth to notice, unassorted, im- 
selccted, and, when rend, only half digested. 

The exjiense of educating a family-of the in- ] 
si ruction ol the family from ftooks and set lessons, 

I mean—is ofien dreaded hy those whose menus 
of living are not vary ample. Ami it is truly a 
costly concern, I must conies*. Yet there is a 
way of getting over the difficulty in all ordinary 
circumstances. There is a way—not of getting 
rid of the burden altogether—hut of making it 
comparatively light. 

This is, to give up nt once the idea of Bunding 
your children abroad for instruction, and resolve 
iu instruct yourselves as fur ns you can,and make 
the common or district school do the rest. 

It has become very fashionable, now-a-days, 
to send children awsy from home to some select 
school for instruction. In order to do this, those 
parents who are in rather low circumstances, are 
willing to toil excessively, and subject themselves 
to many inconveniences and privations, and their 
children to many an hour of yearning after home, 
a* well as to many a teinplntiou or trial. For 
this they are even sometimes willing to live on 
very smsll and slender means. The common 
school is too common lor people, now-a-days; for 
those, I mean, who are either rich themselves, or 
who can ape the appearance ol wealth. 

Let these high notions, I say, be given up en¬ 
tirely. If you have resolved to live in a style nut 
unlike that ol the German family 1 have else- 
where mentioned, yotijwill daily find many hours 
of valuable time redeemed from tlie drudgery of 
cleaning and keeping in order useless rooms, 
scouring useless furniture, making a thousand 
useless mixtures—miscalled cookery, and sub¬ 
mitting to a thousand useless customs in regard to 
dress. Sic., Sic. The question may have flitted 
across your mind—for it is a question which 1 
know, sometimes comes in—wliat shall n female 
do, wlien bv living on the plan you propose, she 
has almost all her time left for herself? Would 
you have her idle ? 

1 will tell you —for I am now ready to do it— 
what I would have her do. Let her spend her 
leisure hours in the way intended hy Divine 
Providence; in the educaiion and instruction of 
the children which are given her. I make a dis¬ 
tinction between education and instruction. Every 
thing educates— that is, trains up, or forms char¬ 
acter; hut every thing does not instruct. Now I 
hold that the parents are in duty bound, in all or¬ 
dinary purpusi-s, lo le: the educators of their chil¬ 
dren. And if is for this purpose, as much as any¬ 
thing else, that I would have people lire on sma l 
means—Ityit they may thus educate their own chil¬ 
dren for time and for eternity. What they cannot 
do of themselves, the district school should supply, 
by its five or six hours a day : ami when this is 
not wliat it should be, it is for parents, by their 
efforts and contributions, to make it what it should 
be. They should also co-operate with the district 
school teacher. In this way, and perhaps in no 
other, as a general rule, can |iarents fulfil the in¬ 
tentions of Heaven in respect to the parental 
office; and in this way alone, can they discharge 
the high mist committed to them.”

Secondly, you will find few grocer’s bills. I 
have already tqtoken of tea and coffee.

Thirdly, they do not find it necessary lo their 
happiness to go lo market every day for some¬ 
thing new—'emit, veal, turkey, chicken, fish, oys 
tern, Imt bread, Sic. Their bread Mrs. II. inakns 
herself; and site linkea enough at once to last 
four or five days—perhaps a week. She knows, 
full well, not only lhat it is bad economy to use 
lint bread, but that it is attended with less gusta¬ 
tory pleasure. As lor animal food, whether flesh 
nr fish, they seldom Imy any, except perhaps once 
a month or once n week, like the laboring classes 

Fourthly, you will not find any bills for dress- 
es whose only recommendation is, that they are 
in fashion, anil whose only necessity is.that some¬ 
thing iiiui-i bu hud which is new. When Mr. or 
Mrs. U. buys an article of dress, they buy it of I 
lbs newest fashion, or nearly so. But when it is 
once purchased, they do not lay it aside the next 
week, or sell it for hnlf its value, because the 
losliion happens to change. And yet they 
respectably, ns I have already observed. 

Fifthly, tiiey do not hire a" horse and carriage 
In go to church, or to go hall s mile or a mile ~ 
husintss.

To Dr. Price. 

Sir. —Your favorof July 2d came duly to hand. 
The concern you therein express os to the effect 
ofyour pamphlet in America induces me to trouble 
you with some observations on that subject. 
From my acquaintance with that country, I think 
able to judge with some degree of certainty 
of vlie manner in which it will he received.— 
Southward nf the Chesapeake, it will find hut 
few readers concurring with it in sentiment on 
the subject of slavery. From the mouth to the 
head of the Chesapeake, the bulk ol the people 
will approve it in theory, and it will find a re¬ 
spectable minority ready’to adept il In practice. 
A minority which, for weight and worth of char¬ 
acter, predominates against the.grenter number 
who have not the courage to divest their families 
of a property which, however, keeps their con¬ 
sciences uneasy. Northward of the Chesapeake 
you may find here and there an opponent to your 
doctrine, as you may find hero and there a robber 
and a murderer, hut in no greater number. In 
that part of America, there being but few slaves, 
they can easily disencumber themselves of them, 
sml emancipation is put into such s train that, in 
n few years, there will be no slavus northward olj 
Maryland. In Maryland, I do not find such t 
disposition to begin tho redress of this enormity 
ns in Virginia. This is the next stale to which 
we may t irn our eyes lor the interesting spectaclo 
of justice in conflict with avarirc and oppression, 
a conflict where the sacred side is earning daily 
recruits from the influx into office of young men 
grown nnd growing up—these have sucked in the 
principles ol liberty, as it were with their mothcr’a 
milk, and it is to them I look with anxiety to turn 
the fate of this question. Be not therefore dis¬ 
couraged ; wliat you have written will do a great 
deal ol good, and could you still trouble yourself 
with our wt-llnre, no tnan is more able to give 
aid to the laboring side. The college ol Wtiltaiii 
and Mary in Williamsburg, since the remodelling 
of its plnn, is the place where nre collected to 
getlier all the young men of Virginia under pre¬ 
paration for public life. They are under the di¬ 
rection (most of them) of a Mr. Wythe, one of 
the most virtuous of chsracters, and whose sen¬ 
timents on the subject of slavery are unequivocal. 

I am satisfied if you could resolve to address an 
^exhortation to those young men with oil that elo¬ 
quence ol which you nre master, that iu influence 
on the future decision of this im|iortsut question 
would he great, perhaps decisive. Thus yr 
that, so far from thinking you have cause 
pent of wliat you have done, 1 wish you 
more, and wish it on an assn ranee of its effect.

It i> travellinjr beyond iheir 
calling.—Thomas Jefferson, hi 1785, had oth-r 
views on these point*, lie looked, as we do, 
in tin- youna men of our colleges as the nation's 
liojie. and wished to have them exhorted with 
all possible eloquence, with a view to their ac¬ 
tion on the decision of tnis important question. 
The hopes of Jefferson will yet be realized, though 
during his life lime tlu-y waned exceedingly, as 
is evident from the following letter to Governor 
Co>, of Illinois. 

MnvTicxtLo, An*. 25.1814. 

Dear Sir. —Tour favor of July 31st was duly 
received and was read with |ierulrar pleasure. 
The sentiment* breathed through the whole do 
honor to both the head and heart ot the writer. 
Mine on the subject of the slavery of negroes, 
have long been in iiossession of the public and 
time has only served to givr them sjrougi-r root. 
The love ofjustiec and the lore of country plead 
equally the cause nl these people and il is a motal 
reproach to us that they should have pleaded it so 
long in vain, and should have produced not a sin¬ 
gle effort,—nay, 1 fear, not much serious willing¬ 
ness to relieve them and ourselves front our 
present condition of moral an : |po!itical‘ reprolia- 
tion. From those of Ihe former generation, who 
were in the fulness ot' age when I rante into pul>- 
lic life, which was while our controversy with 
England was on paper only, I soon Saw that 
nothing was to Is: hoped. Nursed and euiiratrd 
ill the daily habit of seeing the degraded eondi- 
(ion, both bodily and mental, nf those unfortunate 
beings, but not reflecting dint that degradation 
was very much the work of themselves nnd Iheir 
fathers, few minds have yet doubled hut that they 
legitimate subjects of prcqierty as their 
horses or cattle. The quiet and monotonous 
course ol colonial lile had been disturlied by no 
alarm and liltle reflection on the value of liberty. 
And when an alarm was tnkeu at an enterprise 
of their own, it was not easy to carry them lo the 
whole length of the principles which they iniok- 
eil for themselves.

Will the time ever arrive, when, in this republi¬ 
can laid, where the people nre endowed with all 
the prerogatives of sovereignty, thnt this very 
people shall he denied the ordinary privileges of 
monarchical subjects? Is not the very question 
opprobrious to the letter and the spirit of our 
proud constitution, and insulting lo unr feelings 
its authors and guardians?

ceived the support of one hundred and two of our 
representatives in Congress, on Tuesday Inst. 

One hundred and two American Republicans 
e to be found in their high places as legislators 
of this nation, who voted in favor ol treating pe- 
mav lie presumed Iromjnll its northern 
status, with silent and perpetual con¬ 
tempt; or. in the language of the resolution, 
“ without reading, reference, or printing.” This 
confess, is the most alarming symptom tliat 
ever met our observation, amidst all the fever 
and excitement through which our republic lias 
struggled.

British nnd Foreign and Continental Bible 
Societies. 

The operations of the British and Foreign Bi¬ 
llie Society, by means of its agents nnd deposito¬ 
ries, are intimately connected with the lalmrs of 
the Billie Societies gcncmliy on the continent of 
Euro|ie. The following details respecting the 
circulation of the Scriptures in the several coun¬ 
tries are gathered tromnn abridgment of that part 
of the thirty-second report ofthe British nnd Fot 
eign Society relating lo the continent, contained 
in the Missionary Register. 

France .—The issues from the British and For¬ 
eign Society’s depot amounted, during the yenr, 
to 80,2!>1 copies, being an increase of 18,727; hut

The 
Spesker then, in defiance of his own decision, per¬ 
mitted the petition to be read, and a membet even 
from the South instantly saw aod insisled that the 
Speaker had been wrong—th* tthe memorial palpa¬ 
bly did not come within the order of Ihe Honse 
Another member instantly moved to lay my appeal 
>n the table. This measure admits no drbate, and 
he appeal was laid on the table. The derision was 
of course laid on the table with the appeal; and the 
memorial itself with both. All discussion was sti¬ 
fled ; and tire memorial, though received in point 
of form wa* in substance rejected without a hear¬ 
ing. 1 presented yesterday twenty-one petitions, 
signed bjr nearly six thousand persons, not one of 1 
which wonld the Speaker suffer lo read.
